This 
morning the first real Inconvenience 
from the high water was felt and as 
the rtver goes higher will be greater.

THE FABLE OF THE FOOLISH HUSBANDMEN. 



Now that all essential arrange 
ments for next year have been com- 
pleted toy the school board, with tlic 
exception of the elections of princi- 
pals and teachers, a distinct feellni; 
Is growing up among the mmabers 
looltlng toward closer raiatlans with 
Superintendent Lieb and his sugges- 
tions. 

It is stated th:il Superliitendeui 
Lieb's two sugK(>.s( lona in the last 
meeting of tne board were not acted 
on solely from oversight of nine 
m«mt>*rs of the board, the election 
of th* new superintendent and the 
school enumerators being responsi 
ble for the failure to act; and not 
any intentional disregaid for his rec 
ommcndattons on the part of the nia 
Jority. With tk* Storm of fanlona 
discord abated It is realised that fail- 
ure to concur In one of bis reaa* 
msndatlona Is no rwuMg tor act tfv 
lag careful oonsidaratioik to all other 
suggestions he msy make, and the 
spirit of several If not a majority of 
the inember.s of the board Is to get' 
together and flnl.sh the year In har- 
mony. 

Trustees have been taHting among 
themselves snd the conduct of the 
self-Impose^ leader in using the sus- 
ceptible priM to Injure the schools ts 
denounced. More than on of tbe 
trustees has called on Superintend- 
ent Lleb and expressed regret at the 
conduct of the board toward him, and 
appeared surprised when to learn 
toat he had made some recommenda- 
tions, 

"Th* •leetioa of superintendent is 
tbe pivotal actton of the board aad 
with kla past, the trust*** haT* noth- 
ing to olMcure their attention to the 

recommendations of the retiring su- 
perintendent. A cafcus of the board 
probably will be held before the next 
ISpeting to .weed out the nameron.= 
gypllimtlonB for principal of tbe HIgii 
Mhool. Thar* ar* nearly a« many ap- 
pticatlois tor this position as there 
wore for superintendent. The other 
princlpalshlps have numerous appli- 
cants but will not require .so nuirh at- 
tention. Professor Carnagey has giv- 
en to the trustees his Ideas along this 
line aad action by the board in 
April will be with a full eonsiJ«ra- 
tlon of all factors. 

It Is understood that th* board 
leader's plan Is to elect Prof. C. A. 
Norvell, Prof. W. T. .Johnson and 
Prof. \V. H. .Sugg, principals, and 
leave their assignment, one of them 
to the High school, nominally to Su- 
perint«ndant Carnagey when he 
comes In th* snmaMir. Prof. C. H. 
Shrleves will b« given bis present po- 
sition of selene* teacher In the High 
Sfhool,
